the Lamb.” 

This is a statement that shall be 
made by the multitude who shall be 
gathered to meet the Lord in the air. 
After the voices of Alleluias the mul- 
titude seems to realize that the glori- 
ous event known as the marriage of 
the Lamb is at hand and they call 
on all to rejoice and be glad. At this 
juncture John falls at the feet of the 
angel and worships him. 

In reading the context you will see 
that the tribulation scenes will have 
come to a close, then the marriage 
takes place in the ceremonies con- 
nected with the marriage supper. 

After the marriage the Lamb shall 
mount a white horse, He then shall 
be followed by the Bride and attend- 
ants, upon white horses. They shall 
return to this earth to take possession 
and reign as King of kings and Lord 
of lords. ‘ 

Who shall be in that great proces- 
sion upon white horses? Ans. The 
Bride and her attendants also the 
Lamb. Will that not be a glorious 
sight? There will be no wonder that 
the Mount of Olives shall tumble 
down. There will be no wonder that 
the antichrist’s armies shall be con- 
sumed and that the antichrist and 
false prophets shall be cast into the 
lake of fire. Also Satan shall be bound 
and cast into the pit. This will be 
the culmination of the very thing that 
Jesus set out to accomplish. He will 
have gained His Bride and they to- 
gether will be on their mission to 
take the throne and to reign upon 
earth. : 

Again we will ask, who is this 
great procession riding upon white 
horses? They are the blessed and holy 
who will have come forth in the first 
resurrection. Rev. 20:5, 6.

How are they to be clothed? Ans. 
“In fine linen, white and clean. How 
is the Bride to be clothed? Ans. She 
shall be arrayed in fine linen, clean 
and white: for the fine linen is the 





righteousness of the saints. These 
paraliel Scrrptures show that the 
bride spoken of in the text is the 


same as those riding the white horses, 
and that the linen which is the ap- 
parel of the bride is not the apparel 
of an individual woman but of many 
saints. 

The beautiful garment, clean and 
white is to be worn by the saints. 
What is a saint? Webster says that a 
saint is a holy or godly person. All 
right John says that the blessed and 
holy are to ‘constitute those coming 
forth in the first resurrection. 

Since Jesus was holy would it not 
necessitate His bride also being holy? 
He says that we should be holy even 
as He is holy. In casting about for His 
bride gould we think for a moment 
choose an unholy 
bride, or one void of righteousness? 
Certainly not, but listen to His woo- 
ing voice as He makes proposals, J 
will betroth thee unto me for ever: 
yea, I will betroth thee unto me in 
righteousness. Hos. 2:19. He requires 
that the bride shall be absolutely 
righteous or holy. The garments of 
the bride must be clean and white. 
The garment is of linen. It is the 
righteousness of the saints. 

Paul admonishes that the people of 
‘God should take on the whole 
armour. Thousands have it while tens 
of thousands do not. 

The five wise virgins having oil in 
their vessels with their lamps is an 
example of what it will take to go in 
the first resurrection or the rapture 
of the saints. The foolish were virgins, 
but they were not wise because they 
had not obtained an extra supply of 
oil. The tarrying Bridegroom is Je- 
sus. The wise virgins shall go in with

“Be not forgetful to entertain stran- 
gers: for thereby some have entertain- 
ed angels unawares. “Heb. 13:2. 

This seems to be one thing that is 
very common these days—forgetful- 
ness, but will we be justified in the 
eyes of God if we forget to do our 
duty? Can we face the judgment bar 
of God with a clear conscience if we 
forget to do what God has command- 
ed us? I say, “No.” For His Word 
teaches us to “be not forgetful.” 


In Jude 5th verse we read, “I will 
therefore put you in remembrance, 
though you once knew this, how that 
the Lord, having saved the people out 
of the land of Egypt, afterward de- 
stroyed them that believed not.

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BODY SANCTIFICATION 


NOT GLORIFICATION 





ARTICLE 111 

In Article Two we spoke of man 
being a trinity of spirit, soul and bo- 
dy, and of Christ being made sancti- 
fication to each of his integral parts. 
We endeavored to make plain that 
every faculty of man was effected by 
the first Adam, and therefore needs 
Christ the second Adam, who of God 
is made sanctification to the believ- 
er. We spoke briefly of the spirit and 
soul of man in the natural state, and 
of the radical change that takes place 
and is manifestly shown when they 
are sanctified. 

In this article we wish to speak of 
the body and how the work of sancti- 
fication effects it. As was stated in 
Article Two, the body is an integral 
part of man; but as the body is so 
different to the soul and spirit, it is 
evident that sanctification effects it 
differently. The body is the organized 
material part of man and is the seat 
of the senses. It was corrupted by the 
fall and is therefore subject to death 
which is putting off the earthly house 
in preparation of being clothed with 
the house from Heaven. 2 Cor.. 5:1-4; 
1 Cor. 15:35- 37. The earthly house is 
put off in physical death and the 
house from Heaven is put on in the 
resurrection; therefore the body is 
not glorified or made spiritual in the 
work of sanctification. It is sown in 
corruption; it is raised in incorrup- 
tion. It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. 1 Cor. 15:42- 
44. This is proof enough that there 
is no glorification for the body only 
in the resurrection. The spirit and 
soul become spiritual when they are 
sanctified, at which time the “old 
man” is put off and the “new man” 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of Him that created him, 
is put on. Col. 3:9,10. But the body 
does not take on the likeness of Christ 
till the time of His appearing and the 
first resurrection. 1 Jno. 3:2; 1 Cor. 
15:51, 52. 

The reason some claim there is no 
sanctification till death and others 
say it takes place in the resurrcetion, 
is probably because they do not un- 
derstand the effect it has on the dif- 
ferent, separable but integral parts 
of man, especially the body. The hu- 
man body must remain in its natural 
or earthly state until death, at which 
time the natural or earthly home is 
put off, so the spiritual body, or house 
from Heaven can be put on at the 
resurrection from the dead. 

While in the natural state the body 
is effected by the natural conditions 
and physical changes, such as cold 
and heat; change of season, etc. It is 
subject to disease, decay and death, 
even after the work of entire sancti- 
fication is experienced; therefore 
sanctification does not effect the body 
in the same way it does the spirit and 
soul of man. Failure to understand 
the trinity of man and the effect sanc- 
tification has on his different integral 
parts is doubtless the reason so many 
people have become fanatical when 
they accepted sanctification, and 
claimed they would never be sick or 
die the physical death. Some go so far 
as to claim glorification in this life, 
but to be sanctified does not justify 
such claims; therefore they are er- 
roneous. If sanctifiéation effected the 
body in the same way it does the 
spirit and soul, there would be some 
grounds for such claims as those men- 
tioned above; but it does not, there- 
fore the body must go through the 
change of death and the resurrection 
before it becomes spiritual and im- 
mune from sickness, decay and death. 
Even those who are alive and are 
caught up at the appearing of Jesus, 
must go through the change _ that 
Paul speaks of which is death and 
the resurrection in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye. 1 Cor. 15:51, 53; 
1 Thess. 4:13-17. 

Unlike the spirit and soul of man, 
the body must wait till the resurrec- 
tion for its full redemption. As long 
as the spirit and soul remain wholly 
sanctified they are fully redeemed, 
having put on the “new man,” which 
is renewed in knowledge after the im- 
age of him that created him; but it 
is not so with the body that must go 
through the change of death and the 
resurrection before it is fashioned like 
unto His (Christ’s) glorious body. 
Phil 3:8-21. Paul teaches us that even 
those who have the “first fruits of 
the Spirit,” groan within themselves,

waiting *’~ the adoption to wit the re- 
demption of ‘he body. Rom. 8:21-23; 
2 Cor. 5:2-4. The “first fruit of the 
Spirit.” is identical With the “earnest 
of the Spirit,” or seaui- with the 
Holy Ghost which is a_ witness of 


sanctification. Eph. 1:13, 14: Hevdy: 
14, 15. This clearly shows that eve. 
after we are sanctified and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost there is groan- 
ing within for the redemption or the 
body, or to be clothed upon with the 
house from Heaven at the resurrec- 
tion from the dead. The spirit, soul 
and body of man are so closely allied 
that he is not complete without each 
of his integral parts; and while it is 
true that the spirit and soul are re- 
deemed in this life and renewed in 
knowledge after the image of Christ; 
nevertheless man-is not fully redeem- 
ed until the resurrcetion from the 
dead, at which time the body will be 
redeemed, glorified and renewed in 
the image of Christ. Psa, 17:15; 1 
Jno. 3:2; 1 Cor. 15:47-49. 

How vivid it is that failure to com- 
prehend the different integral parts 
of man and how sanctification effects 
each of them, has caused much erron- 
eous teaching concerning this won- 
derful work of grace that may be ex- 
perienced by the believers right here 
in this present evil world. For the 
grace of God that bringeth salvation 
hath appeared to all men, teaching 
us that denying ungodliness and 
worldly lust, we should live soberly, 
righteously and godly in this present 
world. Tit. 2:11,12. The Bible makes 
it very plain that we can and should 
live holy all the days of our lives in 
this world; nevertheless, there are 
many who stumble at the physical 
weakness, imperfection and natural 
state of the human body that is not 
put off till death and the heuse from 
Heaven put on at the resurrection, 
and because sanctification doesn’t ef- 
fect the body as it does the spirit and 
soul, they doubt this experience of 
grace and claim, preach and teach 
that it is impossible to live free from 
sin in this life. Those who seek to 
justify a sinning religion will try to 
excuse themselves by the weakness 
and imperfection of the body but the 
Bible says, “Every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body.” 1 Cor. 6: 
18. The teaching of Jesus shows that 
sin comes from within; therefore 
when Paul said that every sin com- 
mitted was without the body, he was 
only setting forth the doctrine of 
Christ. For from within, out of the 
heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, 
adulteries, fornications, murders, 
thefts, coveteousness, wickedness, de- 
ceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemies, pride, foolishness: All these 
things come from within and defile: 
the man.” Mark 7:21-23. This com-: 
pletely oblitérates the excuse for sin- 
ning, because the body remains in its 
natural or earthly state until death, 
for it is very clear that the propell- 
ing power is within. The heart is 
shown to be the seat of sin and Solo- 
mon says, that out of the heart are 
the issues of life. Prov. 4:23. The 
word, “heart” as it is used to show 
where the evil things come from that 
are spoken of in the text quoted 
above, was taken from the Greek 
word “Kardia,” and applies to both 
spirit and soul. 

Let us remember that the soul is 
the person, the self and living part 
of man, and that man is a living soul- 
not a living body. Therefore the soul, 
or living part of man, and the spirit, 
or knowing part are responsible for 
the evil things that proceed out of 
him, and thus “Every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body.” The Bible 
says, “The soul that sinneth it shall 
die.” Ezek. 18:20. This is proof that 
it is the soul and spirit, or inward 
part of man that sins; therefore the 
weakness or imperfection of the body 
is not sin, that some claim they can- 
not be delivered from until death; up- 
on which they base their argument 
against entire sanctifictation. The bo- 
dy is the earthly house, or home of 
the soul while it remains on earth, 
and is not responsible for the deeds 
done in it any more than the house 
of wood or stone in which we live is 
responsible for the filth, dirt and cob- 
webs that accummulate when the 
housekeeper neglects duty. Paul 
teaches that while we (the person or

say, “Depart ye cursed into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels.”

(Continued trom page 1) 
soul) are at home in the body, we are 


absent from the Lord, or in other 
words, the soul, while it lives in the 
body is absent from its future home 
in Paradise with the Lord. 2 Cor. 5:6. 


The body serves as a_ shell for the 
soul or living part of man, that is 
shed off in death when we (the per- 
son, self or soul) move out to be with 
the Lord. All the deeds of man wheth- 
er good or bad are done in the body 
and not by it. For we must all ap- 
pear before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that everyone may _ receive 
the things done in his body, accord- 
ing to that he hath done, whether it 
be good or bad. 2 Cor. 5:10. This 
makes it very clear that the body is 
not responsible for the deed done by 
the soul or living person on the in- 
side, and therefore destroys the foun- 
dation of those who try to make ex- 
cuses for sinning because the body is 
not made spiritual in sanctification, 
but must wait until the resurrection 
for its full redemption. The deeds of 
the soul or person within is of course 
manifested through the body, but as 
it is only the earthly house that is 
put off when the soul takes its flight 
it.is evident that the body is helpless 
without the soul and is not responsi- 
ble for the deeds done within. Since 
it is evident that Paul teaches that 
the body must remain in the natural 
state until death and is not made 
spiritual until the resurrection; and 
that he also teaches that it should be 
presented holy to the Lord and prays 
that it may be preserved blameless 
(sanctified) unto the coming of the 
Lord; it 1s qoubttess hard for some 
to understand the effect sanctifica- 
tion has on the body. The apostle, 
Peter said that in Paul’s epistles he 
spoke some things hard to be under- 
stood and it is probable that Paul’s 
teaching in regard to entire sancti- 
fication is some of the things Peter 
refered to that is hard to be under- 
stood, nevertheless it is doctrine that 
all believers should understand. As 
was stated in Article Two. the body is 
for the Lord and the Lord for the bo- 
dy, but it must be presented a living 
sacrifice, holy acceptable unto Him. 
Rom. 12:1. Let us remember that sanc- 
tification wren properly defined, 
means, “To make holy, sacred, blame- 
less and pure,” and as the body must 
be both livng and holy before it is ac- 
ceptable to the Lord, it is evident 
that it is sanctified while living and 
not at death. : 
Sanctification has a two-fold effect 
upon the body, but it is because of 
the spiritual condition of the heart 
after the experience of entire sancti- 
fication has been obtained. As stated 
above, the spirit and soul becomes 
spiritual when sanctified, because 
the “old man” is put off and the “new 
man” put on; and it is evident that 
the body is made holy when the spirit 
and soul are sanctified, because sin is 
destroyed in the person or living part 
within and is no longer manifested 
through the body. To be holy, of 
course, means to be free from sin, and 
when there is no sin in the living part 
within twe body, 1t is holy or free 
from sin and the deeds manifested 
through it are deeds of righteousness 
from the sinless soul within. We 
should not forget that Jesus said that 
evil proceeds from the heart, which 
applies to both spirit and soul, there- 
fore the unsanctified spirit and soul 
are the seat of sin, but when the heart 
is cleansed from sin by the blood of 
Jesus it produces holiness, and that 
which is manifested through the body 
is good, therefore it is made _ holy, 
saved and pure by the good deeds of 
the sanctified spirit and soul within. 
Paul said, ”If Christ be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin.” Rom. 8: 
10. The Syriac Version reads, —“But 
if Messiah is in you, the body is dead 
in regard to sin.” Let us remember 
that Christ is made our sanctification,

“Casting down imaginations, and 
‘every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
‘bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ.” 11 Cor. 
10:5. 

Paul was writing to a class of peo- 
~ple, some of which were disobedient 
and thought he was trying to exercise 
authority over them. He was bold be- 
cause he knew the power of God was 
actuating him, also he knew the re- 
sponsibility of stablishing the hearts 
of the Corinthians, depended largely 
rupon him. Some even thought he was 
fighting with carnal weapons, but he 
told them to cast down imaginations 
and every high thing that exalteth 
itself against the knowledge of God. 
But one of the main thoughts is, to 
"bring into captivity every thought to 

















ward the downfall of a Christian is 
their imaginations. Some examples 
are: “I believe our pastor has it in 
for me. He said I should put the work 
of the Lord ahead of all other things 
and every time I am not at church 
and prayer meeting, he wants to 
know the reason for my absence.” An-

Let us not fault-find, or  evil-sur- 
mise, but cast our imaginations aside 
and know a thing to be a fact before 
we give over to our thoughts.

I am sure, as the text refers to the 
knowledge of God, we need to study 
our Bibles to obtain it.

KISS 


Kissing the lips by way of affec- 
tion and salutation was customary 
among near relatives and both sexes, 
in both patriarchal and later times, 
Gen. 29:11; Songs of Solomon 8:1; 
and between individuals of the same 
sex, and in a limited degree between 
different sexes. The kiss on the cheek 
as a mark of respect or an act of 
salutation has at all times been cus- 
tomary in the East, and can hardly 
be said to be extinct in Europe. 

In the Christian church the kiss of 
charity was practiced, not only as a 
friendly salutation, but as an act 
symbolical of love and Christian 
brotherhood, Rom. 16:16; 1 Cor. 16:- 
20; 2 Cor. 13:12; 1 Thess. 5:26; 1 Pet. 
5:14. It was embodied in the earlier 
Christian offices, and has been con- 
tinued in some of those now in use. 
In all these Scriptures there is not a 
specific manner or order given. 


“Greet all the brethren with a holy 
kiss,” is a specific command, and in 
all of the other references it is equiv- 
alent. If a white brother should read 
and expound this text of Scriptures, 
he doubtless would say, “It looks as 
though the men should greet each 
other with a kiss of charity.” If a 
woman preacher should give her ex- 
position on the same Scripture, she 
might say, “Sisters, we must all kiss 
all the brethren.” If the preacher was 
a colored man, he might say, brethren 
we must all kiss each other, and all 
of the white brethren too. 

Now the only problem in the ques- 
tion is, who must do the kissing and 
who must be kissed? 

Custom, Practice and Habit 

It has never been customary for the 
men to kiss the women as a saluta- 
tion. It never has been customary for 
white men to kiss colored men, nor 
for white women to kiss colored wo- 
men. Neither does the Scripture teach 
a specific act. Custom is a very com- 
mon term used in the Scripture, and 
is valuable in making conclusive argu- 
ments. Custom and continued habit 
makes law in some cases. When peo- 
ple pass along a newly made road for 
a considerable length of time, law 
makes the road a public highway, and 
no man has a right to put obstruc- 
tion in it. 

Paul uses another expression and 
says, “Does not even nature itself 
teach you, If a man have long hair it 
is a shame unto him.” 1 Cor. 11:14, 
therefore, custom, habit and nature 
are to be considered as Scriptural evi- 
dence for all valuable’ problems. 
Some will say, “But the Bible says, 
‘Greet all the brethren with a holy 
kiss.’” Now, I say, Yes, this is true, 
but there are some other Scriptures 
to be considered. First: “Consider 
what I say and the Lord give thee 
understanding in all things.” 2 Tim. 
2:7, and second: “Let everything be 
done decently and in order.” 1 Cor. 
14:40, and there is one more Scrip- 
ture that I will notice, “Let not your 
good be evil spoken of,” Rom. 14:16. 

With these Scriptures all before us, 
we surely will be able to come to.a 
satisfactory conclusion about the mat- 
ter. When Paul spoke to the friends 
about wearing short and long hair, 
he only looked at it from a propheti- 
cal angle. Since the men in those days 
wore short hair and the women long 
hair, he ‘was only warning us about 
the modern fad of present day prac- 
tice. 

There has been and is a custom in 
the Church of God that the men kiss 
the men, and the women kiss the wo- 
men. The white men kiss the white 
men and the colored men kiss the 
colored men, and the sisters do like- 





wise, and this custom will exactly 
fill the command, “Greet all the 
brethren with a holy kiss.” Custom 


and practice is being brought about in 
reality by the Church of God at this 
time, and it has become a law which 
can in no wise be a violation to the 
Word of God. It is also natural which 
is in harmony with the Word of God. 
It is also in order which harmonizes 
with the Word of God. 

The reader will please understand 
that “order” is one of the specific 
ways in which the Bible is explained. 
In the resurrection every class will be 
raised in their own order, so we con- 
clude that the past and present prac- 
tices and habits of the Church of God 
is “doing well.” Let the white men 
kiss the white men and the colored 
men kiss the colored men and like 
wise the white sisters kiss the white 
sisters and the colored sisters kiss 
the colored sisters, and this truly will 
be order. “But if any man seem to be 
contentious, we have no such custom, 








whom God leads us to pray for. I want 


to make one more remark, we had 
Brother T. L. McLain, our State Over- 
seer with us. He preached for us six 
nights. We certainly appreciated hav- 
ing him with us and learned to dear- 
ly love him. Brother McLain gave us 
some real good teaching, something 
we have been needing. He knocked 
knots off at times, but thank God it 
is good for us, after we heal up. He 
preaches the Bible so straight and 
with such power that it chisels off 
the rough places, and if we stand 
chiseling, we will become the image 
of Christ.
